A thrilling story of heroism at sea 
was told to a Philadelphia Press re- 
porter bv Capt. Edward Kiee, of the 
schooner John A. Griffin:— We sailed 
from Wilmington, said the captain, on 
December 13. The weather was clear 
and we looked forward to reaching 
Philadelphia in our regular time. The 
very next day a heavy southerly wind 
started up. The canvas stretched and 
the masts .seemed to bend as they never 
bent before. That night at eight bells 
I went on deck and found the watch 
in a stale of great anxiety. Their nerv- 
es scented completely unstrung. Their 
faces were pale, and the voices t:f some 
of them wen; husky with fear. They 
told me there was trouble sure to come, 
for a shark had been following us for 
more than an hour. V'ou may laugh at 
that, but to sailors such a thing means 
a great ileal. They're superstitious, ami 
with them a shark following a ship 
portends trouble. Well, the next day a 
storm did come, sure enough. The 
winds came from every point of the 
compass. The ship plunged forward one 
moment anil the next, was struck- broad- 
side with a blast, that made every tim- 
ber shake. The sea was frightfully 
rough and the waves very high. All 
our hatches were battened down and the 
sails reefed down to the lowest possi- 
ble spread of canvas. We were cotuplc 
tely at the mercy of the weather. My 
men were exhausted and some of them 
were completely demoralized.

rJI-E PUULIG ACCOUNTS. 

The statement of public accounts for 
the liscui year uniting ou the iiOih J hub, 
1884, haa reached tho house. It shows a 
condition of nfiiiirs at the treasury that is 
more than gratifying. The receipts of 
revenue for 18.S:! amounted toSJ'-u, 808.15. 
In 1884 tliu revenue was §503,107, ex- 
ceeding that of 18815 liy upwards ofj?77,()00. 
Added to the revenue of 1884 is tlio sum 
of $134,512.66, being the amount of re- 
fund foradvauous on graving dock account 
in 1883, and §250.000 the amount paid by 
the Dominion for the purchase of tho 
dock. The addition of these auina makes 
tho total revenue for the financial year 
1884, $887,686.30, or §401,878.21 more 
than that of 1883. The balance against 
the province on tho 30th Julie, 1883, as 
shown by tho official balance sheet 
8328,602 38. On the 30tli June, 1884, 
the sheet shows a balance of assets over 
liabilities of §1,996.95— an actual increase 
of S330,59!).33 in one year. Headers will 
call to mind the gibes of tho opposition 
when the finance minister in introducing 
the budget held out the hope of a consider- 
able surplus. The appropriations had 
been large and liberal, roads and bridges 
and schools had been generously provided 
for; and, inorei ver, the members had be 
come so accustomed to a deficit that the 
idea of a surplus seemed an anticipation 
altogether too bright for realization. The 
result, however, has shown that the iin 
micu minister was right and his critics 
wore wrong. The surplus of cash mi hand 
at the end of tho fiscal year 1SS4, was 
$134,000. This showing is made after all 
liabilities on public wo ka and other ex- 
penditures have been prorootly paid. 
Nearly every source of revenue has ex 
ceeded the estimate ; but the most marked 
and gratifying increase is found in tho 
land sales. From a statement by tho fin- 
ance minister in the house a few days ago 
it is gathered that iho revenue from land 
for the six mouth* from 1st J uly to 31st 
Dec.,lS8-l, may he stated at ^I'io.OOO. 
The land revenue for \vre/i years from 1877 
to the end of the fiscal year 1883, was only 
§188,717! Tho reader will not bo asked 
to wade through a mass of figures in de- 
tail. The totals are all that ho will feel 
an interest in. Those we have given. It 
may bo safely said tiiat the country will 
find sincere curse .'or congratulation in 
the financial statement to which we havo 
drawn its attention.

Both Oormany 
and France insist that their exports shall 
be admitted to tlio Spanish West Indies 
upon an equal footing with American ex- 
ports. Spain is not disposed to yield to 
such snubbing, and the newspapers coun- 
sel tho knitting together of Spain, Italy 
and the United States. They urge Bug 
land and Spain to sign the Sooloo prot 
col and ignore Germany's pretensions.

Some one writing in the columns of our 
morning contemporary, unearths "a clear 
swindle" perpetrated by the provincial 
government in the matter of taxes. It is 
alleged that while tho statute only allows 
the government to add 25 per cent, upon 
taxes becoming delinquent, they have been 
adding 51) percent. Now.Brst of all, the prac- 
tice referred to was inaugurated and carried 
out by the Walkem-Beuvon administration, 
and it is .singular that the "clear swindle" 
of it was not discovered during the exist- 
ence of that administration. It will, how- 
ever, bo an easy tasl; to show that there is 
no "swindle" about it; but that the writer 
in the Standard has sadly mixed matters— 
really does not undei-stnnd the subject at 
all. The statute rtifi •rri'd to as allowing 
tho government to add 25 per cent, upon 
taxes becoming delinquent did, in our 
opinion, partake somewhat of the nature of 
a "clear swind'e"; but it was passed by the 
Walkem-l.euvon administr .tion anil was 
disallo.ved by tho Douiii 'cm government 
years ago. Bui tho present arrangement is 
the very rove so of a swindle. "Look at 
your notices of iisbol -ineut" and you will 
find that, so f r f.oui adding to the amount 
of the tax you are liable to pay under the 
statute, the government actually make a 
mrterial reduction as an induce-neut to pay 
before the 30th of Julia. The larger sum 
placed o.i your notice is the actual amount 
of your tax ; the lesser sum is that which 
will he accepted in full satisfaction, pro- 
vided you pay before the 30th of June. If 
you will B;ercisn your powers iu mental 
arithmetic you will discover thai, instead of 
adding 50 por cent. „r anything to your 
taxes, the government oiler you a discount 
of 33y, per cent, as an inducement to pay 
before the expiration of the fiscal year,— 
thereby affording the taxpayer an oppor- 
tunity of relic ing .himself to that extent. 
And it works like a ebnrni. So much for 
the opposition organ's attempt to fasten "a 
clear swindle" upon the government. It 
would bo amusing if it were not pitiable to 
witness the futile struggle of opposition or- 
gans to discover some vulnerable point, and 
the very piliubleness of it tends to demon- 
strate the excellence of our present admin- 
istration.

"Talking about bear stories," said an 
old pioneer of '58 the other night, "I 
know of several very amusing and start- 
ling incidents that happened in the early 
days. When the gold excitement on 
Cunningham creek broke out, and miner 
after miner would drop out from tho old 
camp in the evening and hurry oil" no one 
knew wdiere, a barkeeper named George 
Houshe saw them hurrying past his door. 
He thought he would try his luck, for 
though drinks ruled high, the prospect of 
a rich strike was too much, and he locked 
his gin-mill up and strapping his blankets, 
followed along the trail. However, he 
started too late in the day to reach the 
new find before night, and darkness over- 
took him while in the woods. Choosing 
underneath a large tree, Hooshe was pre- 
paring his bod for tin; night, when ho saw 
a large black bear approaching. George's 
flesh began to creep when bruin rose on 
his hind legs and began closing in on him. 
He backed up against the tree, and 
raising his arms to their full height ho 
made an unearthly yell. Bruin took no 
nonce, and Hooshe climbed up tho tree 
in quick time, the bear following him 
leisurely. George climbed out on a largo 
branch, and his bearship followed him up 
until, getting frightened, George lost his 
balance, and with a yell of despair, fell to 
the ground. Luckily he dropped on his 
blankets and escaped unhurt, and took 
leg-bail for parts unknown. A party re- 
turned to the place afterwards and found 
that the tree chosen by Hooshe, unfor- 
tunately, happened to be Mrs. Bruin's 
domicile, and when he got as he thought 
out ..-!' tli • reach of her in tho tree he had 
only gone- no much further into her bouse, 
her cubs being up the tree. When ac- 
cused of hick of pluck afterwards, George 
Bllid that when it came to tackling a bear, 
he didn't believe there was such a thing 
as pluck in any one's composition. 

"Another yarn that 1 know of occurred 
some years ago near Pour-mile creek above 
Liuesnellc mouth. A herder named Rush 
was always staling that if there was any 
sp.ut he liked ii was that of hunting black 
bear. One day he was told of a dead horse 
a couple of miles out and that there were 
sonic bears feeding upon the carcase, ltush 
and a number of friends started tor tho 
p'-ice atid sure enough as they approached, 
they saw four large black bears enjoying 
the feast. Bash walked near while the 
others awaited results at a distance. When 
fifty yards or so from the animals he blazed 
away, hut they instead of running from 
mad.- after loin |!i|«h wore long red hair, 
and losing his hat in Un- chase, his com- 
panions averred that he made such good 
time that it limited straight out from the 
back ol his head, All parties made for a 
high branch of a tree, and the bears after 
keeping them there mail thev perhaps felt 
satisfied, walked oil' into the "woods. 

"The Indians tell some queer stories 
about the great quantity of bears in the 
neighborhood of Loon Pake. In this wild- 
erness cotton-wood grows very thickly and 
the bears peel the hark from the trees and 
eat oil' the inner part, which they Very 
much r< lish. Th.'re is also a largo hike ill 
this louely place stocked with great num- 
bers ol fish, and in this lie- hears are quite 
clever ill the way they will catch the tinny 
tribe. They will get on a log ami when a 
tish approaches, with a quick swb-op of 
their paw they land the prize. Tho black 
bear g. nerally found in the interior will not 
attack a man unless fust molested, but in 
this neighlHirhood there is a specios of tho 
grizzly bear which tie- Indians fear to 
tackle. There is a gn at plenty of fur-bear- 
ing animals also in this region, principally 
marten and beaver, while deer, prairie 
chicken and other varieties of gome aro in 
great abundance. Sehuskit, an old Indian 
chief of the Shuswap tribe, claims this as 
his exclusive hunting ground. Twenty 
years ago this old chief was probably tho 
finest looking Indian ill the upper country, 
he being six feel in height, lithe and huud- 
si Hue. 

"1 very easily recollect once w bile herd- 
ing sfime h u'ses at the mouth of the 
Quesnelle, of uuo day having to hunt up a 
horse who was partly lame and always 
straying away. 1 had just got. in the 
midst of a lot - f ci it, u wood scrub when 1 
heard a crackling noise in front of me. 
Creeping around to drive the horse, as I 
thought, to the corral, i suddenly found 
myself face to lace with a huge black heir, 
who at once rose on his haunches, looking 
I he biggest bear I oversaw. 1 did not 
dare to use my revolver, as it had been in 
neglect iur a week and I was afraid it 
would not lire So we two just stood there 
looking intently at one another until the 
bear becoming satisfied I was quite harm- 
less, dropped on his fore paws and made 
oil'. 1 need not tell you 1 took the oppo- 
site direction. 

"(Inly last yearn young fellow while 
hording some stock mi the P.asqui rancho, 
took a Lug black hear in a peculiar way.

Ordinarily it 
takes 100 ears to make a bushel, and 
with 1,000 grains to t ho car a bushel of 
shelled corn has 100,000 grains. 

Our little chaps arc gathering the pop- 
corn now, and the red cars ana the yel- 
low ones and the speckled ones look 
mighty nice all mixed together and the 
children will have a good tiuio these 
long winter nights that are coming. 
They are talking about walnuts and 
scaly-barks and chestnuts and black- 
haws and May-pops and 'possums. These 
littlo things make up a bright picture in 
tho life of a child, and they treasure 
sweet memories that do us good in our 
•old ago. T don't euro much for such 
things now, but I do caro to seo tht 
children happy just as I used to be 
happy in tho long, long ago. I can't 
climb a tree and shake down the nuts; 
I can't pull up by a muscadine vine 
hand over hand; I can't run a pony 
raco to the mill like I used to, but I can 
still meander around with children and 
grandchildren, and make a cornstalk 
fiddle and a gourd banjo, anil a sassafras 
bow. If our children would always bo 
children 1 would willingly be old, just 
lo follow them around, but one by one 
they grow up and leave us, and soon - 
very soon — .Mrs. Arp and I will be child- 
less, and all we can do will bo to sit to- 
gether and sing "John Anderson, My 
Joe." 

ft'ntliltisj I* Forgotten. 

[Cor. Phrenological Journal.] 
Coleridge, in his "Biographia Litem- 
ria," relates the case of a young woman 
about 25 years of age, who could neither 
road nor write. She was taken sick with 
a nervous fever in GottiuRon, a Catholic 
town in Germany. During her illness, 
according to all tho priests and monks 
in the neighborhood, she became pos- 
sessed of a very learned devil.

It was further ascertained that 
it was tho custom of this old man for 
years to walk up and down a passage in 
his house into which the kitchon-door 
opened, and to redd to himself in a 
loud voice, out of his favorite books. 
Some of thoso books woro obtained, and 
so many of tho passages which tho 
young woman had uttered were found 
in tho books, that there remained no 
doubt that she had obtained them from 
hearing him read them. In her normal 
condition, she probably could not havo 
recalled a singlo sentence of theso Latin, 
Greek, and Hebrew passages which stio 
repeated so fluently while sick.

Kent Comity Ilop-PIeklng. 

[Loudon Cor. Philadelphia Times.] 
Most of tho London pickers of hops 
uro of the worst class of Irish, and are 
called "the strangers" by the home pick- 
ers, who are mostly of the Kentish poor. 
About the same set of pickers como 
down from London year af tor year, until 
one and another gradually drop out of 
the ranks. They are, after all, of most 
inferior calibre mentally. They live in 
temporarily constructed huts, in which 
straw is placed for beds. Forever) toil 
or twelve houses there is an immense 
cooking-' use provided, where the pick- 
ors are allowed to do their own cooking. 
The character of the food sold them 
by dishonorable deals admits of great 
improvement, and there has been much 
newspaper agitation about it of lato. 
Costermongors go down to Kent and 
drive a flourishing trado selling tho poor 
hoppers haddock condemned at Billings- 
gate, llowovor, the horrors of life 
among tho hop-pickers, like manv other 
London horrors, havegreatlj diminished 
during tl» past few rears. Of lato 
"slumming," set to fashion by Sir 
Charles Dilke, has douo much good; 
but there still exists an ample field for 
the labors of tho philanthropist. The 
reforms, such as they are, are not suffi- 
cient to justify tho Kentish people in 
keeping their doors unbarred during tho 
annual influx of "the strangers." 

The most skillful picker can earn from 
2 shillings and II pence to 8 shillings per 
day, which, remember, is from about 03 
cents to 75 cents of American money. 
It costs them but a tritle to live, aiid 
in addition to their country holiday, if 
they are sober and industrious, they end 
tho season with a good sum saved for 
the winter. Hut it is a sorry fact that 
tho "pubs," or drinking places of Kent, 
get a large share of their earnings. 

The process employed in Imp picking 
is to cut the vines about a foul above the 
ground and draw out the poles on winch 
tho hops cling, laying them across bins 
or receiving troughs. Into these the 
burrs are picked. The manner of hop 
picking reminds one of the culling of 
Cape May cranberries through tho fingers. 
The burrs, having been collected, are 
deposited in "pokes," which are coarse 
canvas bags. This is called pockoting. 
These pockets are sent to tho cask's or 
drying-kilns, where they arc dried, put 
in new pockets, pressed and sent to tho 
borough market at London.

The 
process of the cure is to sit for an hour 
ina room alone with tho pationt per- 
fectly silont and without touch,, Tho 
mental attitude is not, I think, espe- 
cially that of prayer, but rather they 
seek a harmonious statu of repose and 
receptivity. 

It is certainly truo that remarkable 
cures have been made. The deaf hear, 
tho lame walk, tho invalid is up and 
about, serene and joyful and energetic. 
It is claimed they cure cancer and other 
chronic diseases, of that I know only 
by hearsay. That there is a truo princi- 
ple in it there can belittle doubt, and 
that there is in it the usual amount 
of imitation and chaff that any new 
movement usuallv attracts, is as cer- 
tain.

Orient havo been quite high-priced, but 
there is a reaction, and they are i heap- 
eningnow. The dearest thai I know of 
arc two, one in Homing and the other in 
Anioy CI bolieve), which cost lo cents 
per single copy. Thoso in Japan cost, 
from 10 to 2~> cents each as a rule. 
Thoro are dailies in Yokohama, Shang- 
hai, Hong Kong, Singapore, ami Hie largo 
Indian cities. The two uxcotisivoh. high- 
priced journals arc tiny four-page week- 
lies. It is said that the missionary 
editor of a weekly at Bangkok has 
grown rich off from his venture. .Jeru- 
salem did have a littlo periodical in 
English, but it died a natural death, 
and there is none now in Syria, Palest ine, 
or Asia Minor. Egypt, has a daily paper, 
printed at Alexandria, half in English 
and half in French. Constantinople 
has seven I such dailies, half in English 
and half in French. Calcutta has an 
English daily, The Statesman, ownec 
by a rich native, which lights tho 
government, and sirtco tho llbort bill 
troubles L has bcun quite popular. 

Daily papers in tho native language 
are common in Japan, Egvnt, Syria, 
Turkey and India. There are three or 
four Chinese dailies issued at Hong 
Kong, but noun in China proper that 1 
know of, unless it bo at lVkin.
